On September 24, the SFPD informed you that your request was overbroad and burdensome and 
requested clarification. 

On September 25, the SFPD received your response to our request for clarification. Your 
response is as follows: 

“I am not required to have a 'topic' or a purpose -1 have "identified" the records as those 
containing my queries, to or from 10 specific people, not your whole department, and your 
organizational accounts (which is not all of your employees but is instead just your department 
twitter, facebook, etc. accounts). I do not see how 10 ppl could send/receive millions of emails in 
1.5 years, esp. when limited to specific keywords.” 

On September 26, the SFPD invoked the extension of time to respond to your request pursuant to 
Government Code section 6253(c) because of the need to consult with other divisions of the 
agency. 

On October 10, the Department informed you that we were is still in the process of consulting 
with other divisions of the agency for responsive records. 

The SFPD continues consulting with other divisions of the agency for responsive records. We will 
continue to be in contact with you and provide you with an update by November 7.
